WASHINGTON (A P) - The chief 
sponsor of national nofault automobile 
insurance legislation says President 
Carter’s support may be enough to win 
passage in Congress after years of 
narrow defeats. 
“With that help I think we can win,” 
Sen. Warren G. Magnuson, D-Wash., 
said Thursday after a White House 
meeting with Carter. 
Magnuson, chairman of the Senate 
Commerce Committee, said Carter 
told him Transportation Secretary 
Brock Adams would announce the 
administration’s support for nofault 
when he testifies today before the 
panel. 
Under no-fault, persons are com­ 
pensated for injuries in car accidents 
regardless of who is to blame. Under 
the traditional liability system, in­ 
surance companies must determine, 
often through lawsuits, which driver is 
at fault and which insurance company 
must compensate victims. 
With opposition coming mainly from 
lawyers who handle auto accident 
cases, no-fault lost in the Senate in 
1972, 49-46. 
In 1974 the Senate passed nofault 
legislation, 53-42, but the House failed 
to act before Congress adjourned. 
On a third attempt to pass a no-fault 
bill, the Senate killed the measure, 49- 
45 in March of last year. 
Magnuson held his first hearings on 
no-fault in 1967 and the result was a 
law 
ordering 
a 
Transportation 
Department study, which eventually 


concluded that the new insurance 
system should be adopted. 
Recently, 
the 
Transportation 
Department said the concept was 
working well in the 16 states that had 
it. 
Backers of the concept, including 
consumer and labor groups, say that 
eliminating lawsuits over automobile 
accidents will hold down the cost of 
insurance premiums. The Committee 
for Consumers No-fault, a coalition of 
proponents of the legislation, says the 
nation’s trial lawyers receive $1.5 
billion per year in legal fees from car 
accident cases.

American Bar Association and the 
American Trial lawyers Association, 
say no-fault has failed to reduce 
premiums in many areas and that the 
federal government should not in­ 
terfere with state insurance systems. 


Magnuson's bill would set minimum 
federal standards for no-fault systems 
in personal injury cases and give 
states three years to establish 
programs meeting the guidelines. If 
the states failed to act, the federal 
government could move in and 
establish a program, 


The measure would allow one in­ 
jured party in a two-car crash to sue 
the other for personal damages, but 
only when losses exceed the amounts 
paid under no-fault, and only where 
there is a severe personal injury, 
disfigurement or longterm disability.

Today’s Federal Power Commission 
hearing in Manhattan, requested 
Thursday by President Carter, was the 
first by governmental agencies trying 
to fix blame for the blackout that shut 
down the nation’s biggest city for an 
entire day. Carter ordered an FPC 
report in two weeks. 
Two other investigations were in the 
works. 
One probe was ordered by Gov. 
Hugh Carey and 
one 
by 
Mayor 
Abraham Beame, who declined at an 
early morning news conference 
Thursday to declare the city’s state of 
emergency at an end “ until we are 
firmly convinced and get reports from 
Con Edison that the situation is in 
hand.” 
With most of 10 million customers of 
Consolidated Edison Co. still without 
refrigeration, 
elevators and 
mass 
transportation, Beame on Thursday 
appointed a board of inquiry whose 
chairman had harsh words for federal 
and state regulatory agencies. 
Carey directed the regulatory State 
Public Service Commission to analyze 
why the power was lost at 9:34 Wed­ 
nesday night during an electrical 
storm and why it took Con Ed 25 hours 
to restore it fully. 
As the utility gradually brought back 
power to a sweltering city, there was a 
sharp drop in the abnormally high 
numbers of fires and arrests, mostly 
for looting. 
More than 3,300 persons were being 
dealt swift justice by casually-garbed 
judges working overtime to arraign six 
times the usual number of defendants 
arrested in a day. 
Nearly half of the 25,000-member 
police force was on patrol at any time, 
with 426 officers reported injured, 18 of 
them seriously. 
But at nightfall, the city returned to 
a spectacle of lights that shone silvery. 
Tieless, sleepless and wearing 
shirtsleeves at a post-midnight news 
conference, the haggard mayor 
warned commuters to expect slower 
service. Asked how he felt, the 71-year-

Beame,

reelection, replied: 
“ I wouldn’t want any public official 
to go through the trying period all of us 
have gone through.” 
Earlier he had accused Con Ed of 
“ gross negligence,” im plying the 
possibility of damage suit. 
“ We have been needlessly subjected 
to a night of terror in many com­ 
munities that have been looted and

Committee members had a choice 
between two arguments: 
The natural gas industry and its 
allies contend there would be an ample 
supply of gas if producers were free of 
federal controls and could strike the 
best deal possible for natural gas. 
Potential profits would encourage 
exploration for new gas fields, they 
said. 
But the Carter administration said 


controls should be continued, allowing 
a slight rise in price. The increase 
should be sufficient incentive for 
producers to look for and pump more 
gas, administration forces said. 
Proponents of deregulation warned 
of further shortages and job layoffs 
unless controls were removed. But 
Rep.

After approving the minutes of the 
previous meeting and invoices, the 
first item of business was the approval 
of the budget for 1978.

NEW YORK (AP) — Pulsing again 
with the rush and trains and traffic, 
New York City went back to work 
today as federal officials opened their 
investigation into why the lights went 
out — and why they stayed cut for so 
long. 
Today’s Federal Power Commission 
hearing in Manhattan, requested 
Thursday by President Carter, was the 
first by governmental agencies trying 
to fix blame for the blackout that shut 
down the nation’s biggest city for an 
entire day. Carter ordered an FPC 
report in two weeks. 
Two other investigations were in the 
works. 
One probe was ordered by Gov. 
Hugh Carey and one by Mayor 
Abraham Beame, who declined at an 
early morning news conference 
Thursday to declare the city’s state of 
emergency at an end “until we are 
firmly convinced and get reports from 
Con Edison that the situation is in 
hand.” 
With most of IO million customers of 
Consolidated Edison Co. still without 
refrigeration, elevators and mass 
transportation, Beame on Thursday 
appointed a board of inquiry whose 
chairman had harsh words for federal 
and state regulatory agencies. 
Carey directed the regulatory State 
Public Service Commission to analyze 
why the power was lost at 9:34 Wed­ 
nesday night during an electrical 
storm and why it took Con Ed 25 hours 
to restore it fully. 
As the utility gradually brought back 
power to a sweltering city, there was a 
sharp drop in the abnormally high 
numbers of fires and arrests, mostly 
for looting. 
More than 3,300 persons were being 
dealt swift justice by casually-garbed 
judges working overtime to arraign six 
times the usual number of defendants 
arrested in a day. 
Nearly half of the 25,000-member 
police force was on patrol at any time, 
with 426 officers reported injured, 18 of 
them seriously. 
But at nightfall, the city returned to 
a spectacle of lights that shone silvery. 
Tieless, sleepless and wearing 
shirtsleeves at a post-midnight news 
conference, the haggard mayor 
warned commuters to expect slower 
service. Asked how he felt, the 71-year- 
old Beame, 
who is running for 
reelection, replied: 
“I wouldn’t want any public official 
to go through the trying period all of us 
have gone through.” 
Earlier he had accused Con Ed of 
“ gross negligence,” implying the 
possibility of damage suit. 
“We have been needlessly subjected 
to a night of terror in many com­ 
munities that have been looted and 
burned,” Beame declared. “We cannot 
tolerate 
in this age 
of 
modem 
technology a power system that can 
shut down the nation’s largest city.” 
Blaming the blackout on lightning 
strikes on a transformer and feeder 
cables, Chairman Charles Luce of the 
utility company said the mayor was 
wrong about negligence and added 
that he expected a number of lawsuits. 
No one came up with a sound figure 
for the cost of the blackout and its 


effects, but the estimate of losses 
during a similarly disrupting subway 
and bus strike in 1966 was $1 billion a 
day. 
Carey asked for federal disaster 
relief from the Small Business 
Administration to help merchants 
repair damaged property. 
In Washington, the chief of the SBA’s 
disaster unit, J.B. Alexander, said he 
expected that relief would be granted. 
He would not, however, estimate how 
soon or how much. 
But a spokesman for the governor 
said the White House had assured 
Carey that “the request will be 
reviewed promptly and a decision will 
be made as soon as possible.” 
Chairman Ira Millstein of the 
mayor’s board of inquiry said Thur­ 
sday night that he was beginning his 
work by appointing a staff and by 
attending today’s hearing. 


“All these regulatory agencies have 
been involved for a long time and they 
didn’t prevent this from happening,” 
the 50-year-old lawyer said, adding 
that “we’re not out to get anyone — we 
want to get the facts.” 
Replied

missioner Charles Zielinski, 
“Our 
investigation and report will respond 
to the assertion and we’ll see whether 
it’s correct or not in light of the 
report.” 
laster Stuzin, head of the PSC’s five- 
member task force in charge of the 
investigation, said the unit would 
concentrate on the hour before the 
blackout and the time it took to restore 
full power. 
Stuzin, who investigated the 1965 
power failure that shrouded the nor­ 
theast, said it should not have taken 
more than a few hours. 


“We’re going to look very closely as 
to why it took so long to put back the 
system,” he said. 
A Con Ed spokesman dodged the 
question. 
“That’s going to be the subject of a 
number of investigations,” he said. 
The federal investigation will try to 
determine whether an “act of God” or 
mechanical problems caused the 
blackout. 
The president of New York’s City 
Council, Paul O’Dwyer, who is seeking 
re-election, disputed Con Ed’s account 
of lightning strikes on the basis of talks 
with employes who work at the Indian 
Point No. 3 generating plant in 
Buchanan, where the utility said 
lightning knocked out a transformer. 
“Con Edison Co. has set up a defense 
to claims of damage by calling it an 
‘act of God,’” O’Dwyer said. “God had 
nothing to do with it.” 
State Power Outage Unlikely 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
massive electrical storm could darken 
the Buckeye state just as it unplugged 
New York City, Ohio power company 
officials said Thursday. 
But, they chorused, it is “highly 
unlikely.” 
“The New York system is really 
unique,” said a spokesman for Dayton 
Power & Light. “They are on a 
peninsula and all the power comes in 
from one direction. If you cut off that 
one direction they are cut off com­ 
pletely.” 
And, noted a spokesman for Akron’s 
Ohio Edison, “the demand for elec­ 
tricity is so intense (in New York) that 
when problems do spring up it can 
cause complications.” 
None of Ohio’s major power com­ 
panies sent electricity to New York 
Wednesday night, partly because of 
the distance but mainly because Con 
Edison’s problems were transmission 
and distribution, not supply. 
And while most Ohio companies 
continue to send more power to their 
customers than ever before, all felt 


they will continue to be able to meet 
the demand. 
DP&L “can draw power from all 
directions,” the spokesman said. “It is 
highly improbable we would have a 
massive outage as in New York. I can’t 
say it won’t happen, but there would 
have to be a series of circumstances 
that happen at the same time. 
Lightning would have to hit four or five 
key locations at the same time, plus 
there would have to be mechanical 
failure at that time. Then we could 
have a massive outage. But we can 
draw on our neighbors.” 
A spokesman said the Columbus and 
Southern Ohio system is “protected 
against lightning as best we can. 
“There are two basic ways. One is 
with lightning arrestors, which 
hopefully can take a bolt of lightning 
and arrest it before it goes into the 
system. But you can’t have them all 
the way along the line, and the light­ 
ning can hit in between them. Two, the 
system is designed to interrupt the 
flow (of electricity) for a moment and 
then reset itself. If it is too big a bolt it 


will kick it clear out. The idea is to 
prevent it from kicking that line out 
and then coming back into the system. 
“There just is no way to completely 
protect against a bolt of lightning, but 
the idea is to minimize the damage and 
the area it affects,” the Columbus 
spokesman said. 
Spokesmen for Canton’s Ohio Power, 
Cleveland Electric Illuminating, 
Cincinnati Gas & Electric and Toledo 
Edison generally agreed. 
“Historically, power systems are 
built with this in mind,” said an Ohio 
Power spokesman. “By dispersing 
units we can lose one without knocking 
out the others. I’m not saying (a 
massive outage) can’t happen under a 
certain combination of circumstances, 
but safeguards are built in with this 
idea. 
“And in addition to our own strong 
system, we have the back-up of in­ 
terconnection through American 
Electric Power System, which has 
customers in seven states,” the 
spokesman said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter’s energy program is ready for 
consideration in a special house 
committee largely as he wanted it with 
the defeat of a proposal to de-regulate 
natural gas. 
After days of fierce lobbying on both 
sides of the natural gas issue, the 
house commerce committee voted 23- 
20 on Thursday against a compromise 
de-regulation proposal. 
The compromise included a windfall 
profits tax on natural gas producers, a 
move to blunt White House charges 
that deregulation amounted to a $70 
billion ripoff of consumers. 
Committee members had a choice 
between two arguments: 
The natural gas industry and its 
allies contend there would be an ample 
supply of gas if producers were free of 
federal controls and could strike the 
best deal possible for natural gas. 
Potential profits would encourage 
exploration for new gas fields, they 
said. 
But the Carter administration said 


controls should be continued, allowing 
a slight rise rn price. The increase 
should be sufficient incentive for 
producers to look for and pump more 
gas, administration forces said. 
Proponents of deregulation warned 
of further shortages and job layoffs 
unless controls were removed. But 
Rep. 
Charles 
Carney, 
D-Ohio, 
cautioned, “You’ll have all the gas you 
want, but you can’t afford to use it.” 
The committee earlier had given 
Carter much of what he wanted on 
most of the non-tax aspects of his 
national energy plan. The panel ap­ 
proved. 
—Voluntary standards for home 
insulation to conserve energy. 
—A grant program for improving 
school and hospital energy con­ 
servation. 
—Standards for more efficient 
major home appliances. 
—Revisions in electricity rate 
pricing. 
—Broad administration authority to 
prod utilities and industry to switch 


from oil and natural gas fuels to coal. 
The House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, which completed work earlier 
on other portions of Carter’s energy 
package, approved several provisions 
the President sought. 
The panel passed a gas-guzzler tax, 
a new crude oil tax with rebates to 
homeowners who heat their residences 
with oil, tax credits for persons who 
install insulation and a carrot-and- 
stick mechanism to encourage a 
dramatic installation shift from oil and 
gas to coal. 
But the committee rejected the 
President’s proposal for a standby 
gasoline tax and a rebate for small car 
buyers. 
The new energy committee, a 
special panel established by the House 
leadership to examine the energy plan 
in its entirety, plans to merge the work 
of the other panels into final legislative 
form. 
The full House hopes to begin work 
on the package Aug. I and complete it 
within a week.

Sohio OKs 
Carter Finds Promises Not Easy To Keep 


Consent 
Agreem ent 


CLEVELAND (AP) — A consent 
decree signed by the Standard Oil Co. 
(Ohio) and the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission ends a six-year dispute bet­ 
ween Sohio and some of its dealers. 
Under terms of the decree an­ 
nounced Thursday, dealers are not 
required to sell Sohio tires, batteries 
and accessories on an exclusive basis. 
The decree also provides that Sohio 
will offer new dealerships lease 
agreements for a three-to-five-year 
period. 
Most Sohio dealers have been 
operating on a month-to-month basis. 
“It took us six years to achieve this, 
but we won” said James V. Cresente, 
executive director of the Northern 
Ohio Petroleum Retailers Association. 
He said one reason Sohio had agreed 
to the decree was that the company 
decided it needs additional dealers. 
Sohio declined comment on that 
statement. 
Robert G. Griffin, Sohio vice 
president for marketing, said the 
consent decree “reaffirms Sohio’s 
long-standing marketing policies and 
practices. 
“I believe the combination of longer 
term leases and the availability of 
im partial arbitration for certain 
cancellation disputes confirms Sohio’s 
long-standing commitment to deal 
fairly with its independent dealers,” 
he said. 
The order stipulates that dealer 
agreements may not be canceled prior 
to expiration except for “good cause.” 
It also permits dealers to appeal 
cancellation decisions to the American 
Arbitration Association.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Con­ 
sumers would have legal recourse 
against holders of installment notes 
when merchandise proves defective, 
under legislation approved 85-3 by the 
House. 
Repeal of the holder-in-due course 
doctrine was placed in the hands of the 
Senate Thursday after the 85-3 
favorable vote in the House. 
Rep. Edward J. Orlett, D-34 Dayton, 
sponsor of the bill, said it would 
guarantee that a purchaser could use 
the same claims against a holder of a 
note for a faulty product as he could 
against the original retail seller. 
Orlett explained how present law 
works against the consumer : 
“The seller, mindful of the holder-in- 
due course doctrine, negotiates or 
assigns the note and contract for value 
to a third party, usually a finance 
company.” 
If the merchandise proves defective, 
the buyer often has no recourse but to 
withhold installment payments from 
the finance company—tile holder in 
due course—which then sues for 
payment, Orlett said.

Democrats were celebrating at 
Madison Square Garden now have 
yielded to the incredible complexities 
of the presidency. 
Thus Carter, who seeks the ultimate 
elimination of nuclear weapons from 
all the world’s arsenals, has decided 
tentatively that the United States 
should have a new variety in its ar­ 
senal. 
And while Carter once spoke of U.S. 
arms sales as an unsavory, cynical 
business, his administration concedes 
the difficulties of drastically cutting 
the traffic. Carter has instituted a 
policy of restraint, but it seems to 
leave more room for the weapons

than 
did 
his 
campaign 
statements on the same point. 
“I think one of the concepts that 
must be avoided is an exact descrip­ 
tion ahead of time of what I, as 
president, would do under every 
conceivable circumstance,” he said 
Tuesday, avoiding the question of how 
and when the United States might use 
nuclear weapons in the event of war in 
Europe. 
That has been the position of his 
predecessors and it will almost surely 
be the position of his successors: on 
matters of defense, the one man who 
can make the decisions must not tell 
the world what they would be. 
So Carter favors an appropriation to 
go ahead with production of the 
neutron bomb, which would kill people 
with radiation while minimizing 
damage to buildings and surroundings. 
He says it should be one of the options 
available to the United States. 
Carter also said that his position on 
that weapon did not alter the campaign 
pledge he repeated in his inaugural 
address: “We will move this year a 
step toward our ultimate goal — the 
elimination of all nuclear weapons 
from this earth.” 
The President said the neutron- 
bomb shouldn’t affect strategic arms 
lim itation efforts because it is 
designed as a tactical weapon, for 
battlefield use. He also said it isn’t a 
new weapon.

Cincy Gets 
Kutler Case 


CLEVELAND (AP) - Both defense 
and prosecution lawyers expressed 
pleasure with Cuyahoga County 
Common Pleas Court Judge Harry A. 
Hanna’s decision to move the murder 
trial of Dr. Stuart S. Kutler to Cin­ 
cinnati. 
The defense had asked for the 
change because of the publicity given 
the disappearance of 8-year-old Arthur 
Noske, whom Kutler, 31, is accused of 
beating to death. 
But the prosecution also asked for a 
switch, declaring that for the same 
reason they might have trouble 
establishing the credibility of their 
star witness, Arthur’s mother, Ann 
Noske. 
Miss Noske, 32, told police Feb. 8 
that the child had wandered away 
from her while she was shopping at 
Parmatown mall. 
But the following week, after con­ 
tinued questioning by police, she said 
Kutler, with whom she had been living, 
had beaten the boy to death and 
disposed of the body. 
Authorities have been unable to find 
any trace of the child and Kutler has 
pleaded innocent to the charge. 
Hanna questioned prospective jurors 
for two days before ruling that “it’s 
unlikely that we can pick a jury.” 
He said he has received permission 
from the Ohio Supreme Court to go to 
Cincinnati to hear the case. The trial is 
to start Aug. I. 


to have a different view of such 
nuclear weapons refinements.

A jury in 1973 convicted all five, but 
the U.S. Supreme Court reversed those 
convictions because the jury failed to 
use the proper standards to determine 
obscenity. 
Federal marshals were stationed 
throughout the Cinema X theater in 
nearby Newport, Ky, as the jury en­ 
tered to regulate who was allowed 
inside the theater.

transfers where necessary to promote 
our own strategic interests, the 
security of our allies and close friends, 
and world peace.” 
At the same tim e, that ad­ 
ministration report warns that other 
nations, including the Soviet Union, 
might try to move in, to take over U.S.

'One On One' 
H Some Flaws

NEW YORK (AP) - “It was the 
most important game of the year and I 
was sitting on the bench. First one 
guard fouled out, then the other. I 
knew I had to get the chance to play.

Princess 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) - 
Queen Silvia has given birth to a 
princess, a joyous occasion for Swedes 
but one that left open the question of 
who will succeed to the throne. The 
centuries-old monarchy does not allow 
female succession. 
Doctors at the Karolinska Hospital 
reported that both the baby girl and 
the 33-year old German-born queen 
were doing well. 
King Carl XVI Gustaf, who was 
present during the delivery on 
Thursday, is the first Swedish 
monarch in 199 years to become a 
father during his reign. It was also the 
first royal birth in a public hospital. 
The king, 31, married the former 
Silvia Renate Sommerlath, a West 
German commoner, last June in a 
wedding that drew worldwide at­ 
tention. It was Sweden’s first royal 
wedding in 179 years.

The Chinese, it \s said, invented the 
human family. Long before the Old 
Testament was written, or Orientals 
decided that when a man impreg nates

In New York, the cops of the 
Elizabeth Street precinct knew that a 
juvenile bureau detictive could patrol 
Chinatown for a year without busting a 
boy for anything more heinous than a 
fig ht in a schoolyard. The young sters 
were the most polite, the most obedient 
in the five boroug hs. 
This was not true of some of the 
fathers. They banded tog ether in 
societies called tong s. Immig rants 
joined either the Hip Sing s or the On 
Leong s, depending on their family 
names. 
Chinese in America had no civil 
rig hts. They worked at starvation 
wag es for cracked rice bowls. The rich 
Chinese bent the backs of the poor. In 
time — especially in New York — the 
philosophy of neo-slavery led to tong 
wars.

NEW YORK (AP) - A new booklet 
produced by two environm ental 
g roups said to be a g uide to 60 in­ 
dustrials for responsible investors, is 
based on out-dated and perhaps 
misleading data. 
The 
publication, 
“The 
Pollution 
Audit,” was published by The Council 
of Econom ic P riorities with en­ 
courag ement and a small g rant from 
the Sierra Club. 
Copywrited this year, and with a 
forward sig ned Feb. 21, by Michael 
McCloskey, ex ecutive director of the 
Sierra Club, the data nevertheless are 
from studies that are from five to 
seven years old. 
The orig inal studies by the council, a 
nonprofit 
org anization 
were 
ex haustive and g enerally hig hly 
reg arded, even by some the companies 
criticized. Since then, however, public 
concern, leg islation, and company 
efforts have resulted in considerable 
pollution abatement. 
American 
Can 
Co., 
which 
was 
ranked among the worst of pulp and 
paper polluters, maintains it is now “in 
complete compliance” with state and 
federal reg ulations on air and water 
standards. 
A spokesman said that since the 
orig inal data were compiled in 19 70 the 


company has spent $40.6 million for air 
and water compliance at pulp and mill 
sites and has won numerous citations, 
including a clean water award this 
month from the Izaak Walton Leag ue. 
Told of this, Alice Tepper Marlin, 
founder and ex ecutive director of the 
council, indicated the information in 
the booklet nevertheless mig ht be 
useful because it was the only data 
available. 
Asked why the finding s weren’t 
updated before publication, especially 
since it was acknowledg ed several 
years ag o that American Can “had 
budg eted adequate equipment even if 
it w asn’t installed,” she replied 
“ Because checking it, updating it, 
takes one and half years and $40,000- 
$60,000.” 
The booklet also ranks, in relation to 
each other, the companies making up 
the iron and steel, petroleum refining 
and electric utility industries, ag ain 
based on studies made several years 
ag o. 
Mrs. Markin said two of these 
studies, of steel and utilities, are now 
being broug ht up to date, perhaps for 
publication later this summer. Con­ 
ceivably, these studies could make 
substantial chang es in the ranking s of 
companies.

It is cheaper to pay than defy. A few 
of the more brazen boys take their 
g irls to restaurants, eat well, and sig n 
the bill, “ White Eag les” or “Ghost 
Shadows.” The waiters do not protest. 
Each g ang has its turf. The mem­ 
bers do not wear leather jackets or 
long hair as symbols of identification. 
They are into crime not for machismo 
but for money. A hig h school dropout 
who cannot speak 30 words of Eng lish 
can earn $300 a week for ex torting , 
shooting and splitting heads. 
If the Flying Drag ons feel that the 
Ghost Shadows are shaking down a 
merchant on the wrong street, five or 
six will g et in an automobile, drive 
around the block, and shoot g roups of 
youths on command. 
Nobody talks. Berkeley Rice in­ 
terviewed Joseph Mei of the Chinese 
Consolidated Benovolent Association. 
Mr. Mei smiled. “ We have no problem 
at all about youth g ang s here in 
Chinatown,” he said. A policeman 
said, “ If a kid is pulling down $300 a 
week in a g ang , what are you g oing to 
offer him — a job in a laundry?” 
The inventors of the human family 
are afraid of their children. Parents 
are silent when their sons come home 
in flashy clothes and new cars.

Uniform Speed

The bill, sponsored by Rep. Don S.

Since we moved to this town several 
years ag o I started clipping and saving 
your columns. Now I wish to g et hold of 
some of your old columns that I 
missed. How would I g o about this? 
Mrs. B. DeW., Ind. 
Dear Mrs. De W.: 
Thank you for your interest in my 
columns. This pleases me very much. 
Because 1 have had similar inquiries 
from many readers, I have been 
prompted to compile many of my 
medical columns in a book which has 
just been published. 
It’s “ All Your Medical Questions 
A nsw ered” (H earst Books, N.Y., 
$9 .9 5). The book represents a collec­ 
tion of what I felt were the most 
sig nificant and most often asked 
questions by my readers. 
These answers are aimed at specific 
medical problems. And, as you know 
from reading my columns, I constantly 
try to replace fear and anx iety with a 
feeling of encourag ement and hope, 
based on the newest advances in 
medical science. 


I have had a hernia in my g roin for 20 


years. Even thoug h I wear a truss the 
hernia seems to be g etting big g er 
lately. I’m 67. Am I too old for an 
operation of this sort? 
Mr. W. N .,Pa. 
Dear Mr. N.: 
The truss that you’ve been wearing 
for 20 years was not meant to be a cure 
for a hernia. Rather, it was meant to 
protect you from one of the com­ 
plications of hernias, which is to keep a 
loop of intestine from g etting trapped 
in the hernial opening . When this does 
happen, and it cannot be pushed back, 
a surg ical emerg ency may arise. 
When a hernial opening becomes so 
larg e that the truss is no long er ef­ 
fective there is always the possibility 
of this or other complications. 
You 
undoubtedly 
by now 
have 
ex hausted the value of a truss. Should 
your doctor decide on surg ery, you 
may be certain that there is no unusual 
risk because you are 67. 
Refined surg ical techniques, the 
speed of surg ery and the safety of 
modem anesthesia make it possible 
for surg eons to operate successfully on 
patients who are much older than you.

Chinatown Gangs

Copywrited this year, and with a 
forward signed Feb. 21, by Michael 
McCloskey, executive director of the 
Sierra Club, the data nevertheless are 
from studies that are from five to 
seven years old. 
The original studies by the council, a

were 
exhaustive and generally highly 
regarded, even by some the companies 
criticized. Since then, however, public 
concern, legislation, and company 
efforts have resulted in considerable 
pollution abatement. 
American Can Co., which was 
ranked among the worst of pulp and 
paper polluters, maintains it is now “in 
complete compliance” with state and 
federal regulations on air and water 
standards. 
A spokesman said that since the 
original data were compiled in 1970 the 


company has spent $40.6 million for ab­ 
and water compliance at pulp and mill 
sites and has won numerous citations, 
including a clean water award this 
month from the Izaak Walton League. 
Told of this, Alice Tepper Marlin, 
founder and executive director of the 
council, indicated the information in 
the booklet nevertheless might be 
useful because it was the only data 
available. 
Asked why the findings weren’t 
updated before publication, especially 
since it was acknowledged several 
years ago that American Can “had 
budgeted adequate equipment even if 
it wasn’t installed,” she replied 
“Because checking it, updating it,

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ho use 
Mino rity Leader Charles F. Kurfess, 
K-83 Perry sburg, who hints a po ssible 
challenge o f GOP Go v . J ames A. 
Rho des in the 197 8 primary , has ap­ 
parently co nv inced Rho des, at least, 
that he is serio us. 
Kurfess came under predictable 
sco rn fro m majo rity Demo crats in the 
Ho use when his tro o ps to rpedo ed a 
“ lifeline” utility bill subsidy measure 
fo r the elderly and handicapped. The 
mino rity leader didn’t engineer the 
mo v e, he said, and sev eral GOP 
lawmakers attested to the claim. 
But the 6 7 -y ear-o ld go v erno r issued 
an immediate press release in which 
he lamented the bill’s defeat and said 
he ho ped Demo crats and Republicans 
wo uld “ reso lv e their differences” and 
pass the bill. Rho des didn’t get into the 
stated GOP claims that the bill might 
be fiscally irrespo nsible. He simply 
called fo r its passage. 
That left Kurfess o ut fro nt to co unter 
Demo cratic charges that Republicans 
were indifferent to the needs o f the 
elderly and disabled. That, o f co urse, 
is the way Rho des wants it, with a 
po ssible but unlikely fight o n his hands 
fo r a fo urth term no minatio n nex t 
y ear.

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Kurfess Holding Bag On Bill D e a r A b b y : 
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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — House 
Minority Leader Charles F. Kurfess, 
R-83 Perrysburg, who hints a possible 
challenge of GOP Gov. James A. 
Rhodes in the 1978 primary, has ap­ 
parently convinced Rhodes, at least, 
that he is serious. 
Kurfess came under predictable 
scorn from majority Democrats in the 
House when his troops torpedoed a 
“lifeline” utility bill subsidy measure 
for the elderly and handicapped. The 
minority leader didn’t engineer the 
move, he said, and several GOP 
lawmakers attested to the claim. 
But the 67-year-old governor issued 
an immediate press release in which 
he lamented the bill’s defeat and said 
he hoped Democrats and Republicans 
would “resolve their differences” and 
pass the bill. Rhodes didn’t get into the 
stated GOP claims that the bill might 
be fiscally irresponsible. He simply 
called for its passage. 
That left Kurfess out front to counter 
Democratic charges that Republicans 
were indifferent to the needs of the 
elderly and disabled. That, of course, 
is the way Rhodes wants it, with a 
possible but unlikely fight on his hands 
for a fourth term nomination next 
year. 
Rhodes has not said officially he will 
run again, but the popular governor 
can keep others guessing almost until 


March 1978, the filing deadline. The 
longer he waits, the better his chances 
of anointing a successor. Rhodes 
believes he deserves that option. 
Kurfess, unlike a long list of other 
potential candidates, has gone ahead 
full steafn with his plans, to the point of 
opening a Columbus office and 
deploying some staff. 
To cover his political flanks on the 
“lifeline” measure, he held an unusual 
“background” briefing with newsmen 
to explain his position. 
He said he favored the concept but 
had asked GOP members not to agree 
to a reconsideration vote unless 
Democrats agreed to temporarily 
refer the bill to the Finance Committee 
and give a hearing to a Republican- 
sponsored lifeline proposal. 


I fs no secret that politicians 
generally do not write their own 
speeches, statements or correspon­ 
dence, but many would like the public 
to believe that they do. 
Gov. Rhodes dropped any pretense 
on that score recently, after learning 
that Ohio would get a federal uranium 
enrichment project in Piketon. 


“That’s great, that’s wonderful,” he 
said on getting the word from a 
reporter.

(Readers: If you find that 
shocking, consider this: In 1975, 12,642 
babies were born in the U.S. to girls 
between the ages of IO and 14.) 
DEAR ABBY: I am a fourth grade 
teacher employed in a suburb of 
Minneapolis, Minn. During the past 
few years I have found that most of my 
students seem to appreciate physical 
contact. 


In early December my building 
principal called me into his office and 
told me that a parent had called the 
superintendent and expressed concern 
that my actions were, if not morally 
improper, certainly “weird” and 
abnormal.

DEAR CONFUSED: I fail to see 
what being male has to do with the 
criticism. I’m sure a female teacher 
would be criticized for giving her 
students back rubs, allowing them to 
sit on her lap and hugging them. 
While your motives may have been 
beyond reproach, the kind of physical 
contact you engaged in might easily be 
mistaken for intimacy beyond ac­ 
ceptable limits. Kindergarten and 
possibly first graders, yes—but fourth 
graders, no.

Castelli said he would rule today on 
the motion. If the matter is sent to the 
reviewing authority, it will cause a 
delay of undertermined length in the 
hearing. 
The Reviewing Authority is made up 
of five HEW attorneys. Usually it 
hears administrative cases on appeal 
after a hearing judge has made his 
decision in a compliance case.

NEW YORK (AP) — Wemher Von 
Braun, the “ father of the American 
space age’’ who died last month, was 
not only a front-line scientist but also 
the finder — and bearer — of a keen 
religious faith. 
“ Prayer," he once said, “ is the most 
important work of man." 
The German-trained physicist, who 
developed the rockets that carried the 
first Americans into space and to the 
moon, saw science as basically similar 
to religion. 
Just as religion requires faith, he 
maintained that scientific inquiry also 
requires faith in orderly processes in 
the universe, an intelligibility that is 
the basis of everything science learns 
from it. 
“ The grandeur of the cosmos serves 
only to confirm my belief in the cer­ 
tainty of the Creator," he told a 
symposium in Philadelphia last fall on 
the essentials of a humane society. 
"It is one thing to accept the natural 
order as a way of life, but the minute 
one asks why then again enters God 
and all His glory." 


That "glory," he contended, stands 
behind the 
still 
largely 
unknown 
realities of existence and makes up the 
mostly still hidden full truth on which 
science is totally dependent for the 
gradual bits it learns, 
“ Science and religion are not an­ 
tagonists," he said. "On the contrary, 
they are sisters. While science tries to 
learn more about the creation, religion 
tries 
to 
better 
understand 
the 
Creator." 
To him, it was incongruous for a 
. scientist, whose very work is depen­ 
dent on intelligent design in nature, not 
to recognize the creative intelligence 
behind it. 
He commented: "W hat strange 
rationale m akes some physicists 
accept the inconceivable electron as 
real while refusing to accept the 
reality of God on the ground that they 
cannot conceive of Him?” 
Von Braun gave little attention to 
religion in his native Germany, where 
he frequently was at odds with the 
Hitler regime and once went to jail 
temporarily although he developed the 
ominous V2 rockets used in the final 
stages of the war on Britain. 


But his nominal Christianity became 
intense commitment after that ex­ 
perience and his coming to the United 
States where he became a citizen. He 
joined the Episcopal Church, as did his 
family. 
“ It was the first time I really un­ 
derstood that religion was not just a 
cathedral inherited from the past or a 
quick prayer at the last minute,” he 
said. “ Religion has to be backed up by 
discipline and effort." 
Those qualities are essential to 
prayer, he said, noting that his own 
prayer life had advanced into a “ new 
dimension." 
Von 
Braun 
maintained 
that 
"religion, like science, is evolutionary, 
growing and changing in the light of 
further revelations from God " He saw 
religion as an indispensable partner of 
science. 
“ Neither science nor technology has 
a moral dimension," he said, adding 
that religion must “ give us the moral 
and ethical guidance we so desperately 
need to protect us from that genie that 
science has allowed to escape from the 
bottle."

LIMA, Ohio (AP) — A dispute over 
disclosure of sources of information 
threatened today to halt Lima’s school 
desegregation hearing indefinitely.

Castelli was to decide whether to 
suspend the hearing and send the 
dispute to Washington for resolution. 
The dispute arose Thursday when a 
government witness refused to name 
sources of information. 
Patricia Wofford, an investigator for 
the U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, refused to tell 
school attorney Frank Cory who gave 
her information about white students 
allegedly 
transferring 
from 
predominantly 
black 
Whittier 
elementary school to predominate 
white Jefferson elementary in 1955. 
Mrs. Wofford, who works out of the 
Cleveland Office for Civil Rights, a 
division of HEW, also defied an order 
by Castelli to name her sources. She 
refused on the advice of HEW attorney 
Jack Gould. 
Following several conferences with 
the judge and telephone calls to 
Washington by HEW attorneys, Gould 
made a motion to appeal the issue to an 
HEW Reviewing Authority. 
Castelli said he would rule today on 
the motion. If the matter is sent to the 
reviewing authority, it will cause a 
delay of undertermined length in the 
hearing. 
The Reviewing Authority is made up 
of five HEW attorneys. Usually it 
hears administrative cases on appeal 
after a hearing judge has made his 
decision in a compliance case. 


Von Braun Keeper O f Faith

NEW YORK (AP) - Wemher Von 
Braun, the “father of the American 
space age” who died last month, was 
not only a front-line scientist but also 
the finder — and bearer — of a keen 
religious faith. 
“Prayer,” he once said, “is the most 
important work of man." 
The German-trained physicist, who 
developed the rockets that carried the 
first Americans into space and to the 
moon, saw science as basically similar 
to religion. 
Just as religion requires faith, he 
maintained that scientific inquiry also 
requires faith in orderly processes in 
the universe, an intelligibility that is 
the basis of everything science learns 
from it. 
“The grandeur of the cosmos serves 
only to confirm my belief in the cer­ 
tainty of the Creator,” he told a 
symposium in Philadelphia last fall on 
the essentials of a humane society. 
“It is one thing to accept the natural 
order as a way of life, but the minute 
one asks why then again enters God 
and all His glory.”

That “glory,” he contended, stands 
behind the still largely unknown 
realities of existence and makes up the 
mostly still hidden full truth on which 
science is totally dependent for the 
gradual bits it learns. 
“Science and religion are not an­ 
tagonists,” he said. “On the contrary, 
they are sisters. While science tries to 
learn more about the creation, religion 
tries to better understand the 
Creator.” 
To him, it was incongruous for a 
scientist, whose very work is depen­ 
dent on intelligent design in nature, not 
to recognize the creative intelligence 
behind it. 
He commented: “What strange 
rationale makes some physicists 
accept the inconceivable electron as 
real while refusing to accept the 
reality of God on the ground that they 
cannot conceive of Him?” 
Von Braun gave little attention to 
religion in his native Germany, where 
he frequently was at odds with the 
Hitler regime and once went to jail 
temporarily although he developed the 
ominous V2 rockets used in the final 
stages of the war on Britain. 


But his nominal Christianity became 
intense commitment after that ex­ 
perience and his coming to the United 
States where he became a citizen. He 
joined the Episcopal Church, as did his 
family. 
“It was the first time I really un­ 
derstood that religion was not just a 
cathedral inherited from the past or a 
quick prayer at the last minute,” he 
said. “Religion has to be backed up by 
discipline and effort.” 
Those qualities are essential to 
prayer, he said, noting that his own 
prayer life had advanced into a “new 
dimension.” 
Von 
Braun 
maintained 
that 
“religion, like science, is evolutionary, 
growing and changing in the light of 
further revelations from God.” He saw 
religion as an indispensable partner of 
science. 
“Neither science nor technology has 
a moral dimension,” he said, adding 
that religion must “give us the moral 
and ethical guidance we so desperately 
need to protect us from that genie that 
science has allowed to escape from the 
bottle.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - People like 
to talk to other people — almost any 
time, abou t almost any thing. 
At the F C C , we think this is an im­ 
portant reason why CB radio is so 
popu lar today and why it will continu e 
to be popu lar in the fu tu re. Ev ery day , 
thou sands of people join the millions of 
licensed CBers, discov ering a world of 
enjoy able conv ersations and learning 
abou t the v ery important pu blic ser­ 
v ice contribu tions of CB radio. 
The CB Radio Serv ice is y ou r radio 
serv ice. You do not need any technical 
training to operate a CB radio. You do 
not hav e to take any ex ams to become 
licensed in the CB radio serv ice 
Almost any one can get a CB license, 
and the temporary permit allows an 
applicant to get on the air immediately 
after he has filed a license application. 
The ru les gov erning CB radio are 
minimal, and most of them are in­ 
tended to make y ou r commu nications 
easier and more enjoy able. 
You can u se CB radio for almost all 
of y ou r personal or bu siness com­ 
mu nications needs. We know that 
families often u se CB radio to keep 
commu nications open between their 
hou ses and their au tomobiles. Small 
bu sinesses often u se hand-held CB 
u nits to commu nicate among em­ 
ploy es within an office bu ilding. Boats, 
especially small pleasu re craft, are 
frequ ently equ ipped with CB radios to 
stay in contact with shore-based u nits 
in case of emergency . 
Certainly , CB radio is not withou t its 
difficu lties. It seems that telev ision 
interference, or TVI, is a problem that 
will not go away . We know some in­ 
terference is cau sed by fau lty home 
entertainment equ ipment and we are 
encou raging m anu factu rers to install 
proper filters.

linear amplifiers at CB stations. 
“Skip” is another problem we are 
concerned abou t, especially as we 
approach the peak of the solar cy cle, 
which is du e in 1980 FCC ru les prohibit 
y ou from deliberately “ working skip“ 
becau se skip can cau se interference to 
other CB stations. Bu t we know that 
u nw anted 
distant 
signals 
will 
sometimes show u p on y ou r radio. 
While the FCC is stu dy ing this problem 
v ery carefu lly , the solu tion will not be 
an easy one to find. 


For all of its problems, CB radio is 
an im portant com ponent of ou r 
society ’s commu nications sy stem. We 
firmly believ e that CB radio makes 
v alu able pu blic serv ice contribu tions 
ev ery day . Highway m onitoring 
patrols, for instance, hav e assisted 
many stranded motorists, reported 
cou ntless 
accidents 
and 
helped 
hom eward-bou nd tra v e le rs av oid 
sticky ru sh-hou r traffic tie-u ps. It 
certainly is nice to know that help, if 
y ou shou ld need it, is only as far away 
as y ou r CB microphone. 


There is a nationwide effort to 
coordinate motorist calls on CB radio 
for emergency assistance. It is known 
as National Emergency Aid Radio — 
NEAR — and it is now being tested in 
sev eral states. The program, which is 
being dev eloped state by state, is 
sponsored by the 
Department 
of 
Transportation.

The goal of NEAR is to coordinate 
emergency aid teams, inclu ding CB 
v olu nteer monitors. Red Cross staffs, 
state and local police and medical 
personnel 
so that a 
CB-equ ipped 
motorist, any where in the United 
States, cou ld alway s reach assistance 
in case of emergency . 


Some commu nities hav e set u p 
“citizen watch" programs, in which 
v olu nteer participants who happen to 
see a crim e in progress can report its 
details to a v olu nteer monitor on CB 
Channel 9. Monitors im m ediately 
relay the report to the police. 
The v olu nteers are trained to note 
license nu mbers and facial charac­ 
teristics. They are also reminded 
regu larly to keep away from the scene 
of the crime. One “citizen watch” 
program has been established in 
Washington, D.C., and we believ e that 
it is making a su bstantial contribu tion 
to the commu nity . 
The CB Radio Serv ice is y ou r radio 
serv ice, and CB radio is what y ou 
make it. 
To be an activ e su pporter of a good 
CB serv ice: 
1. Follow the CB ru les. They are 
intended to make y ou r radio serv ice 
better. If y ou follow the operating ru les 
while y ou are “on the a ir,” y ou r good 
ex ample will encou rage others to 
operate legally . 
2. Su pport CB operator training 
programs in y ou r commu nities. If new 
CB operators are trained in good 
operating practices, they will help to 
improv e y ou r radio serv ice when they 
begin to u se their equ ipment. 
3. l^et the FCC know what y ou are 
thinking. When we propose changes in 
the CB ru les, send u s y ou r opinions. If 
y ou hav e ideas abou t ru les which 
shou ld be changed or added, we like to 
hear abou t that, too. 


At the FCC we will try to keep the CB 
ru les simple. Whenev er we can, we 
will make the CB ru les clearer and 
more 
u nderstandable. 
Indeed, 
the 
commission has already pu blished, 
throu gh 
the Gov ernment 
Printing 


Office, a separate booklet cov er ini' 
only the CB licensing and operating 
ru les. This booklet is smaller and less 
ex pensiv e than the former edition. 


We are also preparing informational 
and edu cational materials on many 
aspects of CB radio, material which is 
av ailable for y ou r u se in training 
classes, at clu b meetings or for y ou r 
own information. We are working on a 
“ plain English” rewrite of the CB 
ru les, so y ou will be able to u nderstand 
all of the CB regu lations, inclu ding 
some of the more complex operating 
ru les. Perhaps most u nportantly , we 
are listening to y ou . As indicated, we 
want to 
hear 
y ou r 
com m ents, 
thou ghts, su ggestions and criticisms. 
We want to know how we can better 
serv e y ou and the cau se of good radio 
commu nications. 


If we work together, we can make 
CB radio ev en better than it is today .

WASHINGTON (AP) - People like 
to talk to other people — almost any 
time, about almost anything. 
At the FCC, we think this is an im­ 
portant reason why CB radio is so 
popular today and why it will continue 
to be popular in the future. Every day, 
thousands of people join the millions of 
licensed CBers, discovering a world of 
enjoyable conversations and learning 
about the very important public ser­ 
vice contributions of CB radio. 
The CB Radio Service is your radio 
service. You do not need any technical 
training to operate a CB radio. You do 
not have to take any exams to become 
licensed in the CB radio service. 
Almost anyone can get a CB license, 
and the temporary permit allows an 
applicant to get on the air immediately 
after he has filed a license application. 
The rules governing CB radio are 
minimal, and most of them are in­ 
tended to make your communications 
easier and more enjoyable. 
You can use CB radio for almost all 
of your personal or business com­ 
munications needs. We know that 
families often use CB radio to keep 
communications open between their 
houses and their automobiles. Small 
businesses often use hand-held CB 
units to communicate among em­ 
ployes within an office building. Boats, 
especially small pleasure craft, are 
frequently equipped with CB radios to 
stay in contact with shore-based units 
in case of emergency. 
Certainly, CB radio is not without its 
difficulties. It seems that television 
interference, or TVI, is a problem that 
will not go away. We know some in­ 
terference is caused by faulty home 
entertainment equipment and we are 
encouraging manufacturers to install 
proper filters. 


We also know that a good deal of TVI 
is caused by CBers operating with 
illegal power, and we are dedicating a 
substantial proportion of our en­ 
forcement efforts to fighting the use of

linear amplifiers at CB stations. 
“Skip” is another problem we are 
concerned about, especially as we 
approach the peak of the solar cycle, 
which is due in 1980. FCC rules prohibit 
you from deliberately “working skip” 
because skip can cause interference to 
other CB stations. But we know that 
unwanted 
distant 
signals 
will 
sometimes show up on your radio. 
While the FCC is studying this problem 
very carefully, the solution will not be 
an easy one to find. 


For all of its problems, CB radio is 
an im portant component of our 
society’s communications system. We 
firmly believe that CB radio makes 
valuable public service contributions 
every day. Highway monitoring 
patrols, for instance, have assisted 
many stranded motorists, reported 
countless accidents 
and helped 
homeward-bound travelers avoid 
sticky rush-hour traffic tie-ups. It 
certainly is nice to know that help, if 
you should need it, is only as far away 
as your CB microphone. 


There is a nationwide effort to 
coordinate motorist calls on CB radio 
for emergency assistance. It is known 
as National Emergency Aid Radio — 
NEAR — and it is now being tested in 
several states. The program, which is 
being developed state by state, is 
sponsored by the Department of 
Transportation.

Man Convicted 
In Slaying Case 


YOUNGSTOWN (A P)-A Mahoning 
County Common Pleas Court jury 
found Esteban “Chico” Aviles guilty of 
aggravated murder Wednesday for the 
October shooting death of his former 
girlfriend Helen Anderson. 
A court spokesman said the verdict 
was returned with specifications that 
could mean the death penalty for the 
44-year-old Youngstown man because 
he was convicted in 1955 of second 
degree murder for shooting another 
sergeant while serving as a sergeant in 
the U.S. Army. 
The spokesman said Aviles has been 
in and out of mental institutions since 
1955 and that sentencing would follow 
psychiatric examination. 


The goal of NEAR is to coordinate 
emergency aid teams, including CB 
volunteer monitors, Red Cross staffs, 
state and local police and medical 
personnel so that a CB-equipped 
motorist, anywhere in the United 
States, could always reach assistance 
in case of emergency. 


Some communities have set up 
“citizen watch” programs, in which 
volunteer participants who happen to 
see a crime in progress can report its 
details to a volunteer monitor on CB 
Channel 9. Monitors immediately 
relay the report to the police. 
The volunteers are trained to note 
license numbers and facial charac­ 
teristics. They are also reminded 
regularly to keep away from the scene 
of the crime. One “citizen watch” 
program has been established in 
Washington, D.C., and we believe that 
it is making a substantial contribution 
to the community. 
The CB Radio Service is your radio 
service, and CB radio is what you 
make it. 
To be an active supporter of a good 
CB service: 
1. Follow the CB rules. They are 
intended to make your radio service 
better. If you follow the operating rules 
while you are “on the air,” your good 
example will encourage others to 
operate legally. 
2. Support CB operator training 
programs in your communities. If new 
CB operators are trained in good 
operating practices, they will help to 
improve your radio service when they 
begin to use their equipment. 
3. Let the FCC know what you are 
thinking. When we propose changes in 
the CB rules, send us your opinions. If 
you have ideas about rules which 
should be changed or added, we like to 
hear about that, too. 


At the FCC we will try to keep the CB 
rules simple. Whenever we can, we 
will make the CB rules clearer and 
more understandable. Indeed, the 
commission has already published, 
through the Government Printing

COLUMBUS — Governor James A. 
Rhodes today announced that the state 
is releasing the final installment of 
1975 vehicle registration revenues for 
distribution among Ohio's 88 counties 
and taxing districts. Pickaway County 
will receive $35,268.27. 
Governor Rhodes said that Bureau 
of Motor Vehicles Registrar Dean L. 
Dollison is in the process of releasing 
funds totaling $11,197,135.45, with all 
funds earmarked for local street and 
road improvement projects. With the 
earlier disbursements of over $83.7 
million in 1977 vehicle registration 
revenue, theis allocation will bring the 
total vehicle registration revenue 
returned to the local governments 
since May 31st to over $94.9 million.

drugs and business records. 
Robert Keating, an FDA consumer 
affairs officer, said material con­ 
fiscated would be examined at 
laboratories in Cincinnati to determine 
if they are legal drug substances. 
Michaelis was not arrested and no 
charges were filed against him, said 
John Palmer of the U.S. attorney’s 
office. 


Keating said the purpose of the in­ 
vestigation is “ to determine whether 
there are any illegal acts going on. 


“ These places are known to us to 
have been used in the past as bases for 
processing of drug shipm ents," 
Keating said. “ This is a complete 
investigation to determine the scope, 
nature and purpose of the business 
enterprise thought to be going on in 
these locations." 


M ichaelis, who admits he fills 
physicians’ prescriptions for Laetrile, 
would not estimate the quantity or 
dollar value of supplies confiscated, 
but said the raids will leave him 
“ pretty destitute." 


He said he was “ sore at the 
bureaucracy" that prevents him from 
dispensing what he considers a helpful 
medicine in the treatment of cancer. 
“ They can’t stop this because it 
works," Michaelis said. 


He considers his work with Laetrile 
“ practicing my profession" and said 
he thinks he can get the financial 


backing he needs to carry on a legal 
battle over the drug. 
There is no state law governing the 
sale or manufacture of Laetrile in 
Ohio. Since there are no state statutes, 
the federal laws prohibiting sale and 
distribution of the substance are ef­ 
fective. 


However, 
the 
House 
recently 
overwhelmingly passed a bill to permit 
the manufacture, sale and distribution 
of Laetrile over the counter. It awaits 
action in a Senate committee 
Keating said after evaluating the 
findings FDA can make a civil seizure, 
obtain a civil order to stop any ac­ 
tivity, or criminally prosecute 
Laetrile is a derivative of apricot 
and peach pits.

With the 
earlier disbursements of over $83.7 
million in 1977 vehicle registration 
revenue, theis allocation will bring the 
total vehicle registration revenue 
returned to the local governments 
since May 31st to over $94.9 million. 
The Governor reported that warrant 
requests are on the way to the State 
Auditor’s office and said that BMV 
officials hope to have the checks in the 
mail to each taxing district by July 22. 
Rhodes further noted that the total 
tax revenues returned to the 1146 
taxing districts and counties from 1975 
vehicle registration revenues is over 
.$149.7 million dollars.

Laetrile Raid Made 
By Federal Agents 


HEBRON, Ohio (AP) — Agents of 
the 
U.S. 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration raided the home and 
office of Buckeye Lake pharmacist 
Steven Michaelis Thursday in search 
of evidence of 
possible 
illegal 
distribution of Laetrile. 
The agents, armed with search 
warrants and accompanied by federal 
marshals and representatives of the 
U.S. attorney’s office, 
confiscated 
drugs and business records. 
Robert Keating, an FDA consumer 
affairs officer, said material con­ 
fiscated would be examined at 
laboratories in Cincinnati to determine 
if they are legal drug substances. 
Michaelis was not arrested and no 
charges were filed against him, said 
John Palmer of the U.S. attorney’s 
office. 
Keating said the purpose of the in­ 
vestigation is “to determine whether 
there are any illegal acts going on. 


“These places are known to us to 
have been used in the past as bases for 
processing of drug shipm ents,” 
Keating said. “This is a complete 
investigation to determine the scope, 
nature and purpose of the business 
enterprise thought to be going on in 
these locations.” 


M ichaelis, who admits he fills 
physicians’ prescriptions for Laetrile, 
would not estimate the quantity or 
dollar value of supplies confiscated, 
but said the raids will leave him 
“pretty destitute.” 


He said he was “sore at the 
bureaucracy” that prevents him from 
dispensing what he considers a helpful 
medicine in the treatment of cancer. 
“They can’t stop this because it 
works,” Michaelis said. 


He considers his work with Laetrile 
“practicing my profession” and said 
he thinks he can get the financial 


backing he needs to carry on a legal 
battle over the drug. 
There is no state law governing the 
sale or manufacture of Laetrile in 
Ohio. Since there are no state statutes, 
the federal laws prohibiting sale and 
distribution of the substance are ef­ 
fective. 
However, 
the 
House 
recently 
overwhelmingly passed a bill to permit 
the manufacture, sale and distribution 
of Laetrile over the counter. It awaits 
action in a Senate committee. 
Keating said after evaluating the 
findings FDA can make a civil seizure, 
obtain a civil order to stop any ac­ 
tivity, or criminally prosecute. 
Laetrile is a derivative of apricot 
and peach pits.

Wheeler has spent most of the last half- 
century on his hands and knees, the 
last 30 alongside his wife. 
The Wheelers are inyrmecologLsts — 
people who study ants. In fact they are 
two of only a dozen or so in America 
who study nothing but the tiny 
crawling creatures. 
At 80, Wheeler still is going strong. 
He spends more time in the lab than he 
used to, and more time at the 
typewriter, as he and his wife put 
together yet another book on their 
speciality. 
" I just fell into aU this,” said 
Wheeler. “ I had a sixth-grade teacher 
interested in nature study. Later I 
attended Harvard and worked with a 
professor involved in ant study. He 
eventually turned over his work to 
me.” 
Since 1921, Wheeler has covered 
much of the United States and parts of 
Central America in search of the little 
devils. It makes no difference to him if 
they sting. 
“ I have to be careful with my knees. 
After all these years they have become 
sensitive from all this crawling 
around. It's not old age, it’s just a 
hazard of the occupation,” he said. 
There are as many as 7,000 species of 
ants in the world, said Wheeler, 500 of 
them in the United States and 180 in 
Nevada. 
“ When people can name five species 
we think that’s pretty good,” he said. 
‘But when we tell them there are 180 in 
Nevada, they are speechless." 
Wheeler taught for many years at 
the University of North Dakota. He 
married his wife, Jeanette, once a 
student in one of his classes. 
About 10 years ago when he retired, 
she got a job with the Desert Research 
Institute of Nevada and they moved to 
Reno. They have a lab with glass cases

Requests to identify a specific ant 
are common, and the Wheelers go to 
their specimens, match it and send 
back the answer.

figures say it was seen in 17.3 
million homes nationally .

Viewing slump ed 
further to about 6 .3 million for 
the third show, but rallied 
slightly to 6 .5 million homes 
tuning in the May 25 ep isode. 
It was a far cry from the 
17.8 million homes an official 
at Sy ndicast Services, the 
New York firm distributing 
the p rograms, initially had 
said each p rogram might 
average. 
But Minoff insists he wasn’t 
disap p ointed by the returns. 
“It was record-breaking for a 
news show, in terms of it not 
being carried on a network, 
so the results still were quite 
sp ectacular,” he said.

COLUMBUS — Governor James A. 
Rhodes today announced that the state 
is releasing the final installment of 
1975 vehicle registration revenues for 
distribution among Ohio’s 88 counties 
and taxing districts. Pickaway County 
will receive $35,268.27.

The agents, armed with search 
warrants and accompanied by federal 
marshals and representatives of the 
U.S. attorney’s office, confiscated 
drugs and business records. 
Robert Keating, an FDA consumer 
affairs officer, said material con­ 
fiscated would be examined at 
laboratories in Cincinnati to determine 
if they are legal drug substances. 
Miehaelis was not arrested and no 
charges were filed against him, said 
John Palmer of the U.S. attorney’s 
office. 
Keating said the purpose of the in­ 
vestigation is “to determine whether 
there are any illegal acts going on. 
“ These places are known to us to 
have been used in the past as bases for 
processing of drug shipments,” 
Keating said. “This is a complete 
investigation to determine the scope, 
nature and purpose of the business 
enterprise thought to be going on in 
these locations.” 
Miehaelis, who admits he fills 
physicians’ prescriptions for Laetrile, 
would not estimate the quantity or 
dollar value of supplies confiscated, 
but said the raids will leave him 
“pretty destitute.” 


He said he was “ sore at the 
bureaucracy” that prevents him from 
dispensing what he considers a helpful 
medicine in the treatment of cancer. 
“ They can’t stop this because it 
works,” Miehaelis said. 


He considers his work with Laetrile 
“ practicing my profession” and said 
he thinks he can get the financial

NAIROBI, Keny a (AP) — The 
nu mber of Sov iet adv isers in neigh­ 
boring Somalia is gradu ally being cu t 
back , diplomats here say . The mov e 
cou ld signify either a Sov iet “tilt” 
toward 
Som alia’s 
archenemy , 
Ethiopia, or a Somalian decision to 
lean more on the Arab world for 
su pport. 
The diplomats said the ex tent of the 
redu ction in the Sov iet presence is not 
k nown. Most of the 5,000 to 6,000 Sov iet 
adv isers work ing in Somalia are 
military specialists. 
Bu t the diplomats said Ru ssians 
leav ing the cou ntry either on leav e or 
at the end of their tou r of du ty are not 
being replaced. 
The diplomatic sou rces said it was 
not clear whether the cu tback was 
iniated by the Sov iets or demanded by 
the leftist regime of Somalian 
President Siad Barre. 


Diplomats specu late that Barre has 
already decided to radically redu ce his 
ties with the Sov iets in retu rn for 
pledges of su pport from conserv ativ e 
Arab states concerned ov er Sov iet 
influ ence in Somalia and the rest of the 
strategic Horn of Africa, between the 
Indian Ocean and the Gu lf of Aden at 
the sou thern entrance to the Red Sea.

Hou se Bill 72 prev ents the Ohio Liq u or 
Control Commission from banning 
bingo and other gambling on premises 
which hold liq u or permits. All gam­ 
bling, ex cept the sale of lottery tick ets, 
cu rrently is banned. 
“This amendment wou ld eliminate 
the long-standing control of gambling 
where liq u or is sold,” director Clifford 
E. Reich said. “This is shock ing in 
v iew of the...long-term benefit in 
prev enting the dangerou s and v olatile 
combination of gambling and the sale 
of alcoholic bev erages at the same 
place and time. 
“I believ e that the introdu ction of 
gambling will hav e a terribly adv erse 
affect on the retail liq u or indu stry in 
Ohio.

RENO, Nev. 
(AP) — George 
Wheeler has spent most of the last half- 
century on his hands and knees, the 
last 30 alongside his wife. 
The Wheelers are inyrmecologists — 
people who study ants. In fact they are 
two of only a dozen or so in America 
who study nothing but the tiny 
crawling creatures. 
At 80, Wheeler still is going strong. 
He spends more time in the lab than he 
used to, and more time at the 
typewriter, as he and his wife put 
together yet another book on their 
speciality. 
“I just fell into all this,” said 
Wheeler. “I had a sixth-grade teacher 
interested in nature study. Later I 
attended Harvard and worked with a 
professor involved in ant study. He 
eventually turned over his work to 
me.” 
Since 1921, Wheeler has covered 
much of the United States and parts of 
Central America in search of the little 
devils. It makes no difference to him if 
they sting. 
“I have to be careful with my knees. 
After all these years they have become 
sensitive from all this crawling 
around. It’s not old age, it’s just a 
hazard of the occupation,” he said. 
There are as many as 7,000 species of 
ants in the world, said Wheeler, 500 of 
them in the United States and 180 in 
Nevada. 
“When people can name five species 
we think that’s pretty good,” he said. 
“But when we tell them there are 180 in 
Nevada, they are speechless.” 
Wheeler taught for many years at 
the University of North Dakota. He 
married his wife, Jeanette, once a 
student in one of his classes. 
About IO years ago when he retired, 
she got a job with the Desert Research 
Institute of Nevada and they moved to 
Reno. They have a lab with glass cases 
full of observation nests and extensive

Views On 
Television 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - In 
September, when the net­ 
works roll out their new 
programs in a blaze of 
publicity, a non-network show 
starring Richard M. Nixon 
will be out there competing 
for attention. 


It’s his fifth and final talk- 
for-pay program with David 
Frost, the British talk show 
star. It’s now being offered 
stations for telecast, at their 
option, between Sept. 6 and 
16. 
And, says Frost’s business 
partner, Marvin Minoff, it’ll 
include what Frost calls the 
most-asked question: Why 
didn’t Nixon burn those 
damning Watergate tapes 
that forced him to resign the 
presidency? 
The question was one of 
scores Frost asked the ex- 
president, whom he repor­ 
tedly paid 1600,000 plus a 
share of the profits, during 12 
taped interview sessions near 
San Clemente in March and 
April. 
The answer never aired 
during any of the four Nixon- 
Frost interviews, televised on 
May 4, 12, 19 and 25. 
But after the first show, in 
which Nixon insisted he didn’t 
obstruct 
justice in the 
Watergate case, an ebullient 
Frost said response, to the 
program was so great he’d 
decided to put out a fifth one. 
He said it would contain 
• material for which there 
wasn’t room in the earlier 
shows, including the tape- 
burning question. 
He 
was 
right 
about 
response — in ratings — for 
the opening show: Nielsen 
figures say it was seen in 17.3 
million homes nationally. 
Not so the second show: It 
drew less than half that 
audience. Viewing slumped 
further to about 6.3 million for 
the third show, but rallied 
slightly to 6.5 million homes 
tuning in the May 25 episode. 
It was a far cry from the 
17.8 million homes an official 
at Syndicast Services, the 
New York firm distributing 
the programs, initially had 
said each program might 
average. 
But Minoff insists he wasn’t 
disappointed by the returns. 
“It was record-breaking for a 
news show, in terms of it not 
being carried on a network, 
so the results still were quite 
spectacular,” he said. 
According 
to 
Leonard 
Koch, Syndicast’s executive 
vice-president, 
the fifth 
Nixon-Frost chapter is being 
pitched to stations under 
much different terms than 
attended the earlier four 
programs.

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — U.S. District 
Court Judge Leroy Contie ruled Friday 
in favor of United Technology Corp.’s 
$512 million bid to take over Babcock & 
Wilcox Co. 
Contie ruled in favor of all UT’s 
claims, his clerk said. 
B&W, is headquartered in New York 
and has extensive operations in Ohio, 
had gone to court to block the takeover 
bid, saying that UT, which is based in 
Hartford, Conn., was a competitor and 
a merger would violate antitrust laws.

Somalia 
Trims Soviet 
Advisers 


NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) - The 
number of Soviet advisers in neigh­ 
boring Somalia is gradually being cut 
back, diplomats here say. The move 
could signify either a Soviet “tilt” 
toward 
Somalia’s 
archenemy, 
Ethiopia, or a Somalian decision to 
lean more on the Arab world for 
support. 
The diplomats said the extent of the 
reduction in the Soviet presence is not 
known. Most of the 5,000 to 6,000 Soviet 
advisers working in Somalia are 
military specialists. 
But the diplomats said Russians 
leaving the country either on leave or 
at the end of their tour of duty are not 
being replaced. 
The diplomatic sources said it was 
not clear whether the cutback was 
iniated by the Soviets or demanded by 
the leftist regime of Somalian 
President Siad Barre. 


Diplomats speculate that Barre has 
already decided to radically reduce his 
ties with the Soviets in return for 
pledges of support from conservative 
Arab states concerned over Soviet 
influence in Somalia and the rest of the 
strategic Horn of Africa, between the 
Indian Ocean and the Gulf of Aden at 
the southern entrance to the Red Sea. 


Barre returned Thursday from a 
visit to Saudi Arabia, where a 
Somalian spokesman said he consulted 
with other members of the Arab 
League as well as with the Saudis. The 
president would not discuss his 
mission with Western reporters.

Helicopter Downing 
Won't Affect Carter 
Withdrawal Plans 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter has no plans to reevaluate the 
planned withdrawal of U.S. troops 
from South Korea despite the downing 
of a U.S. Army helicopter by North 
Koreans in the first potential military 
crisis of his administration. 
The North Koreans have been 
relatively 
restrained 
in 
their 
references to the incident, a mood 
which has not escaped the White 
House. 
Carter’s press secretary, Jody 
Powell, noted Thursday evening that 
“both they and we have remained 
reasonably calm in our statements 
compared with past situations.” 
He said that by Thursday afternoon, 
the situation room at the White House, 
“which the night before was bustling 
with activity with the secretary of 
defense, the secretary of state, the vice 
president and the national security 
adviser and all the sophisticated 
communications equipment, was calm 
and quiet with its normal complement 
of men.” 
The North Koreans, rejecting a 
request from the United Nations 
Command to meet {or a discussion of 
the incident Thursday or early today, 
said they would attend a session at ll 
a.m. Saturday (IO p.m. EDT today). 
The U.S.-led U.N. Command an­ 
nounced in Seoul it was accepting the 
offer and asked the communists to 
return the surviving crewmen and the 
three bodies at that time. 
There was no indication whether the 
request would be met. 
The North Koreans said today the 
helicopter crew ignored “repeated 
warnings” before the craft was 
brought down.

Gambling 
Bill Blasted 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A bill 
now before a state Senate sub­ 
committee will lead to wide open 
gambling in Ohio’s bars if passed as is, 
the director of the state’s Department 
of Liquor Control said recently. 
An 
amendment to 
Substitute 
House Bill 72 prevents the Ohio Liquor 
Control Commission from banning 
bingo and other gambling on premises 
which hold liquor permits. All gam­ 
bling, except the sale of lottery tickets, 
currently is banned. 
“This amendment would eliminate 
the long-standing control of gambling 
where liquor is sold,” director Clifford 
E. Reich said. “This is shocking in 
view of the...long-term benefit in 
preventing the dangerous and volatile 
combination of gambling and the sale 
of alcoholic beverages at the same 
place and time. 
“I believe that the introduction of 
gambling will have a terribly adverse 
affect on the retail liquor industry in 
Ohio. The law enforcement problems 
for this department, as well as local 
agencies, would be overwhelming,” 
Reich said in urging the amendment 
be removed.
